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Mr. J). W. Spicer Lost His Life 
Early This Morning. 


CLOTHING CAUGHT FIRE.

D. W. Spicer, carrier on free de 
liv ery ru ral rou te No. 2, who re­ 
sided at No. 1016 Eist Niu th 
street, was accidentally bu rned to 
death at 6 :20 o’clock this morning. 
Ju st how the accident happened 
is not k nown, and the members of 
his family can throw no light u pon 
the sad accident, and death closed 
the u nfortu nate man’s lips before 
he cou ld explain the circu mstances 
which lead u p ta his horrib.'e death. 
Mr. and Mrs. Spicer arose this 
morning, as was their cu stom, at 
abou t 5:30 o’clock . 
Mr. Spicer 
went CO the barn to feed his team 
which he driv es ov er the ru ral 
rou te and to milk the cow. 
Mrs. Spicer was preparing break ­ 
fast when her hu sband retu rned 
from the barn with the milk , being 
in the dining room at the time, and 
was u nable to say whether Mr. 
Spicer went into the small k itchen 
where the gasoline stov e was bu rn- 
ing or passed ou t of the hou se 
throu gh another exit. 
A few minu tes later, Joseph 
Oak es, who liv es on Thirteenth 
street, nearly fou r block s sou th of 


Cole or Rev . Cook were u nable to 
obtain from her any satisfactory 
information regarding the minu te 
su rrou ndings which led u p to the 
death of Mr. Spicer. 
Dr. H. B, Cole was su mmoned 
at once and an examination of the 
body showed the deepest bu rns 
weie on the back and arms, while 
the stomach, chest and face were 
not so sev erely bu rned. 
Dr. Cole 
was of the opinion that the bu rns 
on the body were su fficient to hav e 
cau sed death, ev en if the v ictim of 
the u nfortu nate affair had not in­ 
haled the ñ ames. 
Dr. Cole and friends of the fam­ 
ily, who made a carefu l inv estiga­ 
tion into the circu mstances su r 
rou nding Mr, Spicer’s death, ar­ 
riv ed at the conclu sion that it was 
pu rely accidental, 
Tne theory ad­ 
v anced by them is that Mr, Spicer, 
before retu rning to the barn, after 
bringing the milk to the hou se, 
went into the little k itchen after 
something which he needed, and 
passed near the gasoline stov e to a 
shelf u pon which a nu mber of odd- 
au d-end articles were stored. 
While passing the stov e, it is 
believ ed some part of the old, 
ragged coat which he wore to do 
cb«^ -es abou t the barn cau ght on 
fire irom the gasoline bu rner. 
Upon reaching the barn, after, 
or before he passed into it, it is 
su pposed, he discov ered he was on

ED FOBSHAY DEA.D. 


Married a Sedalia Woman and 
Killed Her. 


ACQUITTED IN CHICAGO. 


Jary Said He Was Insane at the Time 
He Committed the Crime— 
He Died Yesterday. 


The death of a young man who 
married a Sedalia girl and subee- 
quently killed her was written of 
as follows in today’s Kansas City 
Journal: 
James P. Forshay, better known 
by his stage name, Edward For­ 
shay, died yesterday shortly after 
noon at the home of his mother, 
1400 Central street, where he had 
lived since last 
January. 
His 
death did not come as a surprise, 
as he had been suffering from 
Bright’s disease for several months. 
He was 35 years old and had been 
in the theatrical business for fif­ 
teen 
years. 
His 
professional 
career ceased in June, 1901, when 
he shot and killed his wife, Edna 
May Stokes, in the Vernon hotel, 
Chicago. 
Forshay had gone from Buffalo 
to Chicago a week 
before the 
tragedy. 
He complained of being 
ill and had given up hope of se­ 
curing employment at the exposi­ 
tion grounds in that city. 
His 
wife, to whom he had been mar­ 
ried six years, had left him anc 
taken rooms at the Vernon hotel. 
Here Forshay sought for twelve 
hours an opportunity to see her. 
The opportunity came learly in the 
evening when he asked a maid to 
tell her that a gentleman was wait­ 
ing in the parlor. 
As she enterec 
the room .Forshay emptied two 
chambers of a revolver into her 
body. 
One of the bullets pierced 
the brain and imbedded itself in 
the skull and the other entered the 
left breast. 
Both wounds were 
mortal and she died almost in­ 
stantly. 
A fter ttie shooting Forshay ran 
from the hotel and was pursued

through the streets, being finally 
captured and confined in the coun­ 
ty jail. 
While waiting for trial he 
was taken with appendicitis, and 
was sent to the Cook county hos­ 
pital, where he remained until his 
case was heard in October. 
The 
jury freed him on a plea of insan­ 
ity, as it was shown that he had 
acted strangely at times, and there 
was a disposition to mental de­ 
rangement in the family. The jury 
committed him to the insane asylum 
at Elgin, III., where he was con­ 
fined until last January. 
On returni«ig to Kansas City last 
winter, Forshay was operated upon 
for appendicitis, and it was soon 
discovered that be had a complica­ 
tion which included Bright’s dis­ 
ease. 
During the spring and sum­ 
mer he was confined at his mother’s 
home, and for the past month his 
death has been expected at almost 
any time. 
Mr. Forshay was connected with 
several theatrical companies, and 
conducted one of his own for six 
years, under the name of the For­ 
shay Comedy company. 
It was 
during one of his trips that he me 
Miss Stokes, whose home was in 
Sedalia, Mo. 
He married her in 
1895, and they traveled together, 
she playing leading parts in his 
company. 
In the spring of 1901 the two 
were together in 
Chicago 
anc 
played at Hopkins’ theatre in the 
stock company headed by May 
Hosmer. Forshay thought he coulc 
better himself by going to Buffalo 
at the exposition, and left hib wife 
in Chicago. 
Whea he returned in 
June the two had a misunderstand­ 
ing, which culminated in the trag 
edy. 
Mr. Forshay was born in Ten­ 
nessee. 
His family moved to Kan­ 
sas City when he was 15 years old, 
and he attended high school there. 
He went on the stage when 20 
years old. 
That city was always 
his home, and he spent the sum­ 
mers with his mother when not 
filling midseason engagements. 
The funeral will be held this aft­ 
ernoon at the residence, I4cx> Cen 
tral 
street, 
conducted 
by Dr. 
Stephen A . Northrop. 
Interment 
will be at Elmwood cemetery.

FIDHT OVER UNION. 


Coal Fresidents Say They Will Not 
BeeogQiza It, 


The presidents of the anthracite 
coal carrying roads left New York 
last evening for Washington, D. 
C., to confer with President Roose­ 
velt regarding the miners’ strike 
today. 
They go, it is said, prepared to 
concede all reasonable demands in 
the way of wages, hours and meth­ 
ods of mining coal, but under no 
circumstances will they recognize 
the miners’ union. 
“ We have,” said one authority, 
“ made enormous looses in the fig'U 
already, and the fight has been lor 
the

with the union. 
We 
hold 
that 
to 
do 
so 
and 
to recognize Mr. M»tchell as the 
head of an army of 150 000 men 
would be to make him almost as 
big and powerful a man as the 
president of the United States;

should have here as strong a system 
of trade unionism as ever existed in 
England, where employers are at 
the mercy of employes, to the det­ 
riment of business.
